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Governor Approves Making Bayshore a Freeway, Buf... 


Governor Earl Warren last week 
indicated his agreement that some- 
thing should be done to lower the ac- 
cident rate on Bayshore highway 
and offered four possible methods of 
obtaining funds with which to ex- 
tend the highway’s freeway south 
to San Jose. 

But, he told a delegation of rep- 
resentatives of cities, newspapers and 
chambers of commerce from Burlin- 
game to Sunnyvale, the actual funds 
must be made available through ac- 
tion of the legislature. 

The delegation visited the Gover- 
nor to present petitions calling for 
action to “stop the slaughter” on the 
four-lane section of Bayshore high- 
way between Burlingame and San 
Jose by making that stretch of the 
highway a limited ac-ess freeway. 

Area residents sign-d the petition 
during the past thre® months. 

In Menlo Park the signup, climax- 
ed by a “Bloody Bayshore day” in 
August, was co-sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce and _ the 
Minlo Park Recorder. 

‘FALLING SEHIND’ 

The governor agreed that the state 
was “falling behind’ in its efforts 
to provide enough highways to meet 
the fast-increasing need, but added 
that, under the present budget set- 
up, highway funds must be spent 
“piecemeal” in the several counties. 

Possibie methods of financing im- 
provements, such as those sought to 
extend the freeway, were listed by 
the governor as: 

1. Through~passace of a bond is- 
sue, separate from gas tax and 
general funds. 

2. Toll roads. 

3. An increase in state gasoline 
tax funds, with building of high- 
way improvements on a “pay as 
yeu go” basis. 

4, An increase in the state gaso- 
line tax funds, with funds derived 
therefrom used to amertize a bond 
issue. | 
“The highways are overlcaded. and 

the accident rate will continue to 
be high in spite of enforcement, as 
long as this condition persists,” the 
Governor teld the delegates.

Building 

Code: 

Changes 


By C. L. LONGSON 

(City Manager of Menlo Park) 

Building activity has, for the past 
few years, been one of Menlo Park’s 
major industries. It is of real im- 
portance here as elsewhere. 

Consequently, when any changes 
are made in the Uniform Building 
code which governs. construction, 
materials and techniques in 623 cit- 
ies and counties of the western 
states, the city has a very real in- 
terest in them. 

Pacific Coast building officials 
confer-annually to study and pro- 
pose changes in the uniform build- 
ing code. This year’s conference 
was held in Salt Lake City. Menlo 
Park was represented by Building 
Inspector J. D. Steiger. 

During the preceding year, many 
revisions to the code had been pro- 
posed. These were checked by the 
code changes committee of the con- 
ferring group, and submitted by the 
committee, with recommendations, 
to the conference as a whole. 

Not only must contractors be fam- 
iliar with the changes; their workers 
“on the job” must have a funda- 
mental knowledge of the rules gov- 
erning construction. 

The consumer, too, has an inter- 
est: 

A person who builds a new home 
in Menlo Park is entitled to be able 
to feel certain that his house is 
built in accordance with safe and 
sound practices, guaranteeing a 
longer usefulness as a_ dwelling 
unit and a minimum of altera- 
tions—which might cost money— 
later on. 


For instance, at this year’s confer- 
ence, the rules governing the type 
and construction of walls separat- 
ing dwelling units—such as those 
between apartments in duplex struc- 
tures, was revised 

Rules governing construction of 
flues and chimneys were also alter- 
ed; with new requirements as to the 
4 fire-retarding value of materials to 
be used. in construction. 

Changes in the wording of var- 
ious sections of the code were also 
promulgated, with a view to mak- 
ing the Uniform Building Code 
eisier to interpret. 

These rules are in force at the 
| Present time, as far as the Building 
Officials’ conference is concerned, 
and will become effective in Menlo 
Park. 

It is of great importance that the 
city keep abreast of all changes in 
the building code. 

Construction techniques and ma- 
terials change, and it is essential 
that the city government keep 
abereast of them so that the city’s 
builing inspection: department can 
do its part in continuing to make 
sure that Menlo Park remains the 
kind of town in which we desire to 
live. '

When you want to make just a 


“small investment in the room that’s 


now drab and colorless, and ex- 
pend only a short amount of time 
and energy, then the smartest pos- 
sible solution is to change ‘the cover 
on the dressing table, or to install 
one where now you have only an 
empty space. 

Much more than a decorative as- 
set, the dressing table can give you 
storage space for some of the small- 
er items now cluttering a crowded 
chest of drawers. If you have a seat 
for the table as well as a mirror, 
you may be certain that it will be 
of great value for cosmetic ses- 
sions while the chest mirror is in 
use by the man of the house. 


Some dressing tables are designed 
with drawers to fit at the sides or 
underneath. If not, you can easily 
get inexpensive chests to fit, or 
even make some out of cartons or 
boxes. It need not matter that these 
are not things of beauty in them- 
selves, as a pretty skirt will cover 
a multitude of faults. The main 
thing is to get the storage space out 
of sight. 

The top of the table can hold your 
cosmetics prettily and within easy 
reach, right at the mirror where 
they’re to be applied. 


Seats for these tables can be pur- 
chased, but with budgetary strain, 
a barrel, an odd piano seat or otto- 
man, or even a wood box can be 
covered to match the table to be 
used effectively as well as comfort- 
ably. 


Variety of Tables 
Are Available 


The type of dressing table you 
have depends greatly upon what 
funds you have to put into it, and 
what happens to be available at the 
time you acquire it. Some of the 
smartest finished tables may be an 
old kitchen table with shortened 
legs, a crate that’s been altered to 
fit the needs: or simply a shelf in- 
stalled in a corner. 


What the table is in the beginning 
has very little to do with what you 
make of it. The most inexpensive 
kinds can be covered as attractively 
as expensive purchased items as the 
whole table top with its skirt is 
covered. 


In general, however, the covering 
put on the table should match the 
style of the bedroom. If it’s infor- 
mal, you can uSe gay chintzes and 
cotton prints;. for more formal or 
tailored rooms, some of the tex- 
tured fabrics with rich weaves and 
colors are more appropriate. 


Whether the table is to have 
gathers and ruffles or neat pleats 
also depends a great deal on the 
room in which the dressing table 
is used. There should be harmony 
even though the dressing table is a 
big item of interest, and frequently 
is gay and colorful. 


Glass or mirror tops for the table 
are most practical in the long run 
for they’re easy to keep clean: 
When clear glass is used, paper or 
fabric used elsewhere in the room 


may be cut to fit the top to be 


placed under the glass. Do this be- 


. fore hanging the skirt. 


Fullness Gives 
Luxurious Note 


If you decide you want a gathered 
skirt, measure the dressing table 
from both sides, where you want the 
material end to hang. Usually this
